1. This is a public auction and mail-bid sale 
held by Heritage Numismatic Auctions, 
Inc., a licensed and bonded auctioneer 
(the “Auctioneer”). 

2. Although the Auctioneer may not with¬ 
draw any lot after a call for bids has been 
made with respect to that lot, the con¬ 
signor of the property may participate in 
the auction by bid, and may purchase his 
lot from the auction sale for his own 
account. Notice of the consignor’s liberty 
to bid is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial 
Code. A consignor is required to place his 
bids on his property no later than 48 
hours prior to the commencement of the 
auction sale. If the consignor is the suc¬ 
cessful bidder on his lofts), and has foiled 
to place his bids on those lots more than 
48 hours prior to the auction sale, then 
the consignor is required to pay both the 
appropriate seller’s fee and buyer’s fee. 

3. The highest bidder acknowledged by the 
Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the 
Auctioneer may at his sole discretion 
immediately put the lot up for sale again. 
The Auctioneer’s decision shall be final 
and binding upon all bidders. 

4. A buyer’s premium equal to 10% of the 
successful bid price will be added to each 
invoice (buyer’s fee), unless the purchase 
is made by a consignor’s bid on the con¬ 
signor’s property, in which case a different 
fee is charged.

The 
minimum charge is $10.00 plus $0.25 per 
coin. 

Successful overseas bidders shall provide 
written shipping instructions to the 
Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered 
outside of the United States, including 
specified customs declarations. Any risk 
of loss during shipment will be borne by 
the buyer following Auctioneer’s delivery 
to the designated common carrier. All 
shipping charges will be borne by the suc¬ 
cessful bidder. 

7. We will mail an invoice to all successful 
mail/FAX/phone bidders. If the auction 
invoice(s) or notice of successful bids 
submitted by the Auctioneer is not paid in 
full when due, the unpaid balance will 
bear interest at the highest rate permitted 
by law until paid from the date of the auc¬ 
tion, and if the Auctioneer refers the 
invoice(s) to an attorney for collection, 
the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, 
court costs, and other collection costs 
incurred by the Auctioneer.

Mail bidders will be awarded lots at a 
5-10% advance over the second highest 
bid. No additional commission (except for 
the buyer’s premium) is charged for exe¬ 
cuting mail, phone, or FAX bids.

Mail bidding at auction is both fun and easy and 
only requires a few simple steps.

Here is how a mail bid is recorded by our auctioneer: 

Bids are recorded as they are received. Preference 
is given to the first bid received in case of a tie. 

An example of this procedure is set forth under 
these conditions: 


On lot 25, you submit a bid of $ 1,000, and the 
second highest mail bid is at $500. In this case, bid¬ 
ding on the floor starts at $550, and is bid by our 
company on your behalf. If other bids come from 
the floor, we bid for you in 5-10% increments, as set 
by the auctioneer, until we reach your maxim um 
bid of $ 1,000. If bidding has passed or equaled your 
maximum, we take no other action, and the bidding 
continues on the floor until the final bidder has 
been recognized by the auctioneer. 

On the floor of the auction, bidding is opened at 
5 to 10% above the second highest mail bid. This 
bid is submitted by our company acting on your 
behalf as the highest mail bidder. If the auctioneer 
recognizes no other bids from the floor, you are 
awarded the lot at the opening bid.

CERTIFIED COLONIAL 


I 1795 Washington Liberty and Security Penny MS 64 Brown 
PCGS. Baker-30. A very attractive Washington piece with a hint of 
red luster in the protected areas on both sides. The fields exude a 
prooflike sheen and are essentially free of troubling carbon flecks. 
Some minor edge roughness and a tiny planchet streak is noted on 
the reverse. Listed on page 62 of the 1998 Guide Book. 

CERTIFIED HALF CENTS 


2 1803 VG 8 ANACS, a well worn example with a very slight amount 
of planchet porosity; 1801 large cent VG 10 ANACS, S-223, even 
steel-brown color with one mentionable abrasion in the center of the 
reverse; and a 1913 Type Two nickel MS 64 NGC, brightly lustrous 
and essentially untoned. (Total: 3 coins) 

3 1804 MS 64 Brown NGC. Plain 4, Stemless Wreath. B-10, C-13, 
R.l. Very sharply struck, the obverse has an even olive-brown 
appearance while the reverse shows a bright cobalt-blue caste to the 
brown color. 

4 1826 AU 53 NGC. C-l, R.l. Medium dark steel-brown with some 
softness on the obverse stars and a couple of tiny digs beneath star 


5 1829 MS 62 Brown PCGS. Subdued, glossy surfaces have an 
appearance of a deep, brick-red color with darker areas on the high- 
points. 

6 1829 MS 63 Brown PCGS. Subdued, glossy surfaces with faint 
undertones of faded red color and scattered darker stains on either 
side. 

7 1850 MS 61 Brown NGC. The peripheral details are very weak and 
the planchet exhibits some flaking prior to striking. Even reddish- 
brown color over both sides. 

8 1853 MS 65 Brown NGC. Sharply struck, the fields are virtually 
perfect and free from noticeable caibon. Even medium-brown color 
overlays each side with bright copper-red and greenish-gray color 
wrapped around the devices. 

9 1855 MS 64 Brown NGC. The exceptionally clean fields exhibit a 
matte-like appearance and are attractively toned a deep brick- 
red/mahogany color. Some characteristic weakness of strike is noted 
at the border areas. 

10 1855 MS 63 Red and Brown PCGS. The bright reddish-orange lus¬ 
ter has mellowed to medium tan shades on either side. 

11 1857 MS 63 Brown PCGS. Glossy with tinges of red about the 
devices on both sides. Final year of the denomination and scarcer in 
mint state condition. 

12 1857 MS 63 Red and Brown NGC. Well struck, the obverse shows 
only the faintest portions of red while the reverse is almost com¬ 
pletely original and fiery-red. 
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CERTIFIED LARGE CENTS 


1793 Wreath Cent—Lettered Edge—Good 4 PCGS. S-ll-b or c, 
R.3. Smooth wear on the highpoints of Liberty, but the fields and 
shallow devices are slightly porous overall. A single planchet flake 
shows on the obverse border at 5 o’clock, several indentions are seen 
on the reverse in the border area. The S-lls were the first varieties 
to employ the new lettered edge device. 

1802 AU 50 NGC. S-242, R.2. Easily attributable by the engraver’s 
scratch from the stem to the U, and three stemless berries. Somewhat 
irregularly struck and a glossy dark brown overall with faint reddish 
accents. A tiny mark is well hidden in Liberty’s hair. 

1816 MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. There are a couple of tiny field 
marks noted on the obverse, and the strike on the forelock is soft as 
usual. Green-brown color overall, faded from original mint red, 
traces of which are quite evident on the reverse. 

1817 AU 58 PCGS. N-14. The reverse of this variety shows the left 
side of the N in ONE is recut. The glossy chocolate-brown surfaces 
are accented with some splotchy, deep brown color overall. 
Generally well struck with some localized weakness. 

1818 MS 63 Brown NGC. Well struck in the centers with the usual 
softness at the margins and also with the usual die crack encircling 
the obverse stars. Traces of luster remain through the light-brown 
patina that covers the surfaces. An area of splotchy charcoal color is 
seen at the bottom of the reverse. 


1818 MS 64 Brown NGC. A lovely, glossy brown specimen with 
tinges of faded red visible about the devices. Some weakness is 
noted on virtually all of the stars. 

1833 AU 55 PCGS. Glossy, light brown surfaces with minimal wear. 
The reverse is rotated about 45 degrees to the left. 

1853 MS 66 Brown NGC. Nearly pristine medium-brown surfaces 
reflect some traces of mint red about the devices. The centers are 
well struck, while the denticulation and borders are typically soft, 
particularly on the obverse. 

1856 MS 66 Brown NGC. Upright 5. The carbonless surfaces are 
toned medium tan in most areas with a thin tracing of red around the 
devices. The stars are weakly defined on the obverse. 

CERTIFIED FLYING EAGLE CENT 


1857 MS 63 PCGS. A boldly struck Flying Eagle with flashes of 
golden-orange color most evident on the reverse. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN CENTS 


1860 MS 63 PCGS. The strike, including the first few feather tips, is 
outstanding and both sides are tinted in soft lilac hues. 

1861 MS 66 NGC. Second year of the copper-nickel composition 
and oak wreath reverse for the Indian cent. High grade examples of 
this type are quite elusive and eagerly sought after as type coins. 
This is a well (but not fully) struck piece that appears flawless to the 
unaided eye. The surfaces have muted tan patina with much under¬ 
lying rose and golden iridescence. Population: 14 in 66, 1 finer. 

1862 MS 63 PCGS, bright tan surfaces; and an 1863 MS 63 PCGS, 
very well struck with delicate steel-blue patina in the centers deep¬ 
ening to russet at the margins. (Total: 2 coins) 

1863 MS 64 PCGS. Bright, glistening, golden-tan surfaces with the 
striking details sharply defined in all areas. A few small carbon 
flecks are noted on each side. 

1863 MS 65 NGC. Intensely lustrous with exceptionally sharp defi¬ 
nition on the date and at the tips of the feathers. A few trivial fly- 
specks are noted on the reverse. 

1864 Copper-Nickel MS 64 PCGS. The last year of the copper-nick¬ 
el type. A very pleasing example with a light layer of color. 
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29 1864 Copper-Nickel MS 64 PCGS. Brightly lustrous with typical 
highpoint detail. Final year of type. 

30 1864 Bronze MS 64 Red NGC. Lovely golden-tan color with speck¬ 
led reddish overtones on either side. Only a trifle soft on the first few 
feather tips. 

31 1864 Bronze MS 65 Red NGC. Bright and lustrous with a few 
specks of carbon on the reverse. 

32 1864 L On Ribbon VF 35 ANACS, boldly struck, including the 
designer’s initial; 1868 XF 45 ANACS, glossy grayish-brown with 
wear on the highest points; 1863 AU 58 PCGS, well defined and dis¬ 
playing virtually complete luster; and an 1883 MS 62 Red and 
Brown ANACS, only remnants of faded red. (Total: 4 coins) 

33 1864 L On Ribbon MS 62 Brown ANACS. Rich, chocolate-brown 
with traces of original red color. 

34 1865 MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Fancy 5, much scarcer than the 
plain 5 of this date, with repunching visible on the 8. A sharply 
struck example with mottled reddish-violet overtones. 

35 1868 MS 64 Red PCGS. A lovely near-gem example of this scarce 
early date, this piece is fully lustrous with a uniform, deep copper- 
gold color and only a tiny mark or two scattered across premium sur¬ 
faces. 

36 1869 MS 62 Red and Brown ANACS. 69/69. Snow-3. The popular 
variety known for decades as the 1869/8, but later analyzed to be the 
result of a repunched 9. The strike on this example is nearly full, but 
a mottled gray patina subdues the underlying luster. 

37 1869 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Fully struck with rich reddish- 
gold color and lighter orange hues about the lettering and wreath. 
Only a couple of small carbon flecks show on this scarcer date. 

38 1870 MS 64 Red NGC. An even, light copper color with a little mut¬ 
ing on the highpoints and a bold strike. A difficult date to find full 
red, just a few tiny ticks keep it from the gem category. 

39 1872 Fine 12 ANACS. A little dark in color with a couple of stray 
marks on the obverse. An honestly wom example of the second most 
difficult date of the low mintage 1870s. 

40 1874 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Glossy and sharp with blushes 
of pale violet patina on and about the portrait and tinges of faded 
orange color about the peripheral devices. 

41 1875 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Rich, original mint color is over¬ 
laid by a dusting of light brown over both sides. A scarcer date, espe¬ 
cially in higher grades, and very well struck. 

42 1876 MS 65 Red PCGS. Exceptionally frosty with just a whisper of 
mellowing on each side. A gem quality example of this business 
strike cent from America’s centennial year. Population: 12 in 65, 9 
are finer. 

43 1876 MS 66 Red PCGS. Exceptional frosty with just a whisper of 
mellowing on the highpoints and a slight milky haze on the reverse. 
Easily among the finest surviving business strike cents from this 
year. Population: 8 in 66, 1 finer. 

44 1877 Good 6 PCGS. A well circulated example of this key date 
Indian cent that retains enough of LIBERTY to qualify for VG, but 
occasional weakness in the peripheral lettering on the obverse limits 
the grade. Even brown color with no large or distracting marks on 
either side. 

45 1877 VG 10 ANACS. Evenly wom with a medium-brown planchet 
just darkening about the devices. This popular, key date displays 
parts of at least five letters in LIBERTY. 

46 1879 MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Glossy and reasonably sharp 
with steel-blue overtones dominating the central areas of the 
obverse, the balance exhibiting faded coppery-red. 

47 1880 MS 65 Red NGC. Fiery luster and golden-orange color, tem¬ 

pered only by a blush of reddish patina on the right side of the 
reverse. 2 


1882 MS 65 Red PCGS. Sharply struck with even red color. A love¬ 
ly and original full red Indian cent. Population: 48 in 65, 18 finer. 

1885 MS 65 Red PCGS. Sharply struck with warm, cherry-red color 
over each side. Scarce as a gem. Population: 19 in 65, only 6 finer. 

1887 MS 65 Red NGC. Lustrous golden-tan with a trace of smudg¬ 
ing on the obverse, probably from long-ago contact with the tip of a 
finger. 

1888 MS 64 Red PCGS. A couple of facial scrapes on the obverse 
and light spotting on the reverse prevent a higher grade for this full 
red coin. 

1890 MS 65 Red and Brown PCGS. An interesting two-toned com¬ 
bination of tan on the devices contrasts with rich sunset-red in the 
fields on each side. 

1895 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. The reddish-brown surfaces 
show peripheral iridescence on the obverse. 

1895 MS 65 Red NGC. An ultra-frosty example with deeper orange 
patination at the edges. 

1897 MS 64 Red and Brown ANACS, clean surfaces with a hint of 
muting of color and a few minor carbon flecks; 1964 dime PR 68 
Cameo ANACS, a deep cameo appearance with a spot of blue ton¬ 
ing on the obverse; 1955 half-dollar PR 68 ANACS, brilliant and 
glittering with some peripheral patina; and a 1964 half-dollar PR 67 
Cameo ANACS, brilliant as issued. (Total: 4 coins) 

1899 MS 65 Red NGC. The obverse exhibits a richer orange hue, 
with blushes of rose on the portrait. 

1900 MS 65 Red PCGS. A very boldly defined example with a deep, 
original coppery-red appearance. Several dark toning spots are seen 
on each side. 

1901 MS 65 Red NGC. Full, unmellowed, rich, mint red color cov¬ 
ers both sides. Minor flyspecking. 

1901 MS 65 Red PCGS. Intense satiny brilliance with only a trace 
of softness on the shield and pleasing reddish-golden color. 

1904 MS 64 Red PCGS. Boldly struck, muted sunset-red shades 
enhance the obverse. There are a few minor carbon flecks that hard¬ 
ly detract from this coin’s pleasing appearance. 

1905 MS 66 Red NGC. Spectacular orange-copper color teamed 
with a strong strike and everything one could ask for in luster and 
eye appeal. 

1906 MS 65 Red NGC. Rich mint red color overall, a hint of an 
ancient fingerprint is noted on the reverse. 

1907 MS 64 Red NGC. Good color and well struck, just a bit spot¬ 
ty- 

1908 MS 65 Red PCGS. A frosty golden-tan example that is well 
struck throughout and shows deeper reddish accents primarily on the 
reverse. 

1908-S MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. Mellowed a few shades off of 
full red, the striking details are a bit soft, as often seen, and there are 
a couple of unfortunate carbon spots on the obverse that limit the 
grade. 

1908-S MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Muted tan and golden col¬ 
orations cover each side of this first branch mint Indian cent. 

1908-S MS 65 Red and Brown ANACS. Highlights of light reddish- 
gold are seen under some even tan color. A sharp example of our first 
branch mint cent. 

1908-S MS 65 Red PCGS. The surfaces are nearly carbon-free and 
show even, original reddish-orange color. Like many mint state 
examples of this issue, the strike on the feather tips is a little soft. 
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1908- S MS 65 Red PCGS. A slightly bolder strike than the preced¬ 
ing gem ‘08-S and exhibiting full, fiery golden color. Just a few stray 
marks on the obverse from superb status. 

1909 MS 64 Red ANACS, two pieces, both frosty and light in color 
with a modest number of facial marks. (Total: 2 coins) 

1909 MS 65 Red NGC. An original coin with full mint bloom. A few 
inconsequential ticks and carbon flecks are noted overall. 

1909 MS 65 Red NGC. Fully struck with even red color, held back 
from grading even higher by the presence of a few flyspecks on each 
side. 

1909 MS 65 Red ANACS. Super frosty and without any appreciable 
mellowing, just a slight orange tint over much of the reverse. 

1909 MS 66 Red ANACS. Even finer quality in this final year Indian 
issue, being very well struck and nearly escaping any signs of coin- 
to-coin contact. The color is an overall pinkish-orange. 

1909 MS 66 Red ANACS. Another superb ‘09 Indian, with perhaps 
a shade more orange in the color equation and showing hints of olive 
patina at the border. 

1909- S VF 25 ANACS. Even chocolate-brown color with a couple 
of old marks on the portrait that are only visible with a glass. Highly 
collectible quality for this key issue. 

1909-S MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Reasonably well struck with 
even mellowing of the original mint color on both sides. Scarce, 
branch mint issue. 

1909-S MS 64 Red PCGS. Even, full red color covers both sides of 
this key Indian cent. Just a trifle softly struck, the grade is limited by 
the presence of several flyspecks of carbon on the obverse. Still, a 
very sharp looking coin. 

CERTIFIED PROOF INDIAN CENTS 


1873 PR 64 Red and Brown NGC. Closed 3, as are all proofs from 
this year. Murky brick-red and steel-blue patina hides the underlying 
reflectivity. 

1880 PR 65 Brown NGC. A milky rose-gray patina covers both 
sides, with flashes of blue iridescence here and there about the bor¬ 
ders. 

1881 PR 65 Red NGC. Rich cherry-red color with moderately 
reflective fields. An impressive proof type coin. 

1881 PR 65 Red PCGS. Highly reflective surfaces with rich orange 
coloration and touches of rose iridescence on the highpoints. 

1882 PR 65 Red and Brown PCGS. A flashy, carbon-free gem with 
a mixture of golden-tan and pale-green hues on either side. 

1884 PR 66 Red and Brown PCGS. A virtually flawless specimen 
that has mellowed evenly and attractively in shades of rose-violet 
and olive. 

1885 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. Bright, glossy-tan surfaces with 
deeper reddish-gold peripheral accents. 

1886 PR 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Type One, with the lowest feath¬ 
er pointing to the C in AMERICA. The rarer of the two varieties as 
a proof. Both sides exhibit rich reddish-gold color with excellent 
depth of mirrors and only a few minor flecks of obverse carbon. A 
good-sized planchet flake is located below the EN in CENT. 

1890 PR 64 Red NGC. Razor sharp with blushes of deeper coppery- 
red patina in portions of the fields. 

1891 PR 64 Red NGC. Toned in rich amber hues, with rose and blue 
highlights touching either side. A couple of minute contact marks are 
noticed on the obverse. 


89 1892 PR 64 Brown PCGS; 1898 PR 64 Brown PCGS; and a 1900 
PR 64 Brown PCGS, all deeply toned in rich iridescent shades. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

90 1893 PR 66 Red NGC. Well mirrored, gold and crimson toning 
accent both sides. Population: 10 in PR 66, none are finer. 

91 1899 PR 65 Red PCGS. A sparkling gem with pale golden color 
mixed with lilac and only a few trivial flecks of carbon on the 
reverse. 

92 1901 PR 64 Red PCGS. Extremely reflective with subtle rose high¬ 
lights on the obverse and the slightest freckling of steel-blue patina 
on and about Liberty’s eye. 

93 1902 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. Dazzling reflective surfaces, tint¬ 
ed green-gold overall. One contact mark is noted in front of the 
Indian’s chin and a few toning spots are seen on each side. 

94 1902 PR 65 Red NGC. Dazzling greenish-golden mirrors with 
appreciable contrast on the obverse and a slight reddish tint on the 
reverse. 

95 1904 PR 64 Red and Brown PCGS, vivid rose and blue iridescence 
about the outer portions; and a 1909 Indian PR 64 Red and Brown 
PCGS, glittering faded orange surfaces. (Total: 2 coins) 

CERTIFIED LINCOLN CENTS 

96 1909 VDB MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. A well struck example of 
this popular, first year issue. 

97 1909 VDB MS 67 Red and Brown ANACS. Crescents of rich orange 
and rose iridescence complement this razor sharp gem. 

98 1911-S MS 65 Red and Brown PCGS. A sharply struck example 
with a nearly full red obverse, the reverse is essentially brown over¬ 
all. 

99 1913-S MS 65 Red NGC. Bright and lustrous, the obverse is well 
struck with some softness noted in the AM of AMERICA on the 
reverse. One of the few red examples of this semi-key we have han¬ 
dled in the past few years. Population: 11 in 65, none are finer. 

100 1914-D XF 40 ANACS. Lightly circulated over the highpoints, the 
surfaces exhibit even mahogany-brown patina. A nice, circulated 
example of this key issue in the Lincoln series. 

101 1916-D MS 64 Red PCGS. Boldly defined in the centers and mel¬ 
lowed only slightly. 

102 19I9-D MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Sharply struck and display¬ 
ing most of the original mint red color. A choice example. 

103 1920-D MS 65 Red PCGS. Rich, cherry-red color with light traces 
of fingerprints on each side. 

104 1921-S MS 64 Red PCGS. Bright, orange-red color, a strong strike 
for the issue, and nearly carbon-free surfaces make this an excellent 
value for this scarce issue. Just a few small abrasions separate this 
from a full MS 65 grade. 

105 1925-D MS 62 Red NGC. Full mint red color but softly struck and 
showing darker encrustations, some of which may be carbon-based. 

106 1926-S MS 64 Red PCGS. A better-than-average striking for this 
elusive issue, displaying muted red luster and the remnants of a fin¬ 
gerprint on the obverse. 

107 1928-S MS 63 Red and Brown NGC. Muted luster, each side 
exhibits mottled tan and brown colorations. 

108 1931-D MS 65 Red NGC. A fiery, splendidly preserved example of 
this Depression-era cent and a true rarity in this remarkable condi¬ 
tion. Population: 31 in 65, only 1 is higher. 
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CERTIFIED PROOF LINCOLN CENT 


109 1936 T^pe Two PR 66 Red NGC. The first of the modem-era proof 

Lincoln cents and a very difficult issue to locate in such outstanding 
condition. Fiery-red color and no noticeable fading or carbon. 
Population: 7 in PR 66, 1 finer. 

CERTIFIED TWO-CENT PIECES 


110 1864 MS 63 Red and Brown ANACS. A nice, lustrous coin that has 
almost all the mint red still intact with only the slightest mellowing 
evident. This near carbon-free coin is quite attractive for the grade. 

111 1864 Small Mono MS 62 Brown NGC. A popular variety in a diffi- 
cult-to-find grade. This is a very elusive issue that had a small, but 
unrecorded, mintage of probably no more than a few thousand 
pieces. Deep brown surfaces with a lightly spotted appearance and a 
couple of tiny planchet flakes on the obverse. 

CERTIFIED PROOF TWO-CENT PIECES 


112 1865 PR 65 Red NGC. Deep watery mirrors with an even, fiery-red 
appearance overall. Virtually blemish-free and among the finest sur¬ 
vivors of this low mintage (500 pieces) second-year proof. 
Population: 10 in PR 65, 5 are finer. 

113 1868 PR 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Good depth of reflectivity, gold¬ 
en-red and pastel-tan colorations grace both sides of this near-gem 
proof specimen. Essentially hairline-free, there is some splotching 
on the obverse. 

114 1868 PR 65 Red PCGS. A dazzling, deeply mirrored proof whose 
fields sparkle with immeasurable depth of reflectivity. Bright red 
overall with only a couple of darker spots, one on each side. 

115 1870 PR 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Golden-tan surfaces that are a 
trifle subdued and display light orange accents here and there. 

116 1871 PR 66 Red and Brown NGC. Slightly subdued minor surfaces 
exhibit a deep brick-red and tan color on each side. There are virtu¬ 
ally no detracting carbon spots. Population: 8 in PR 66, none finer. 

CERTIFIED THREE-CENT SILVER 

117 1851 MS 65 PCGS. An outstanding example of this very popular 
type coin. Mostly brilliant with just a touch of light toning. A trivial 
hairline scratch is noted in the center of the reverse. 

118 1852 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous with light original color, a number of 
diagonal roller marks on the obverse prevent a finer grade. 

119 1862 MS 66 NGC. Fully white and brilliant. Heavy die clashing and 
a few light die striations are evident on both sides. 

120 1871 MS 66 NGC. A high-end prooflike specimen, partially covered 
in a light, opaque haze. Just 3,400 business strikes were issued and 
only an occasional example from a small, high quality hoard, long 
since dispersed, provides the few known gems. Essentially untoned 
with dazzling, deeply mirrored fields. 

CERTIFIED PROOF THREE-CENT SILVER 


121 1858 PR 64 PCGS. The Type Two three-cent silver is undoubtedly 
one of the most eagerly sought out type coins in U.S. numismatics. 
Its short life span of only 5 years for the type and 1858 being the 
only year generally found in proof, make the proof Type Two a 
perennial favorite of both collectors and investors alike. This is a 
lovely piece with deeply reflective fields and a moderate overlay of 
charcoal-gray patina. 

122 1858 PR 64 PCGS. An exceedingly tare proof issue in the series and 
an important coin as it is a Type Two. Breen estimates an original 
mintage of 60 to 75 pieces, many of which have been harshly 
cleaned. PCGS has certified only 28 coins in PR 64 with 17 finer. 
The fields are moderately mirrored and show some opaque, milky 
patina. 


123 1862 PR 65 NGC. Light steel-golden obverse toning with appealing 
cobalt-blue, violet, and deep golden hues framing the reverse. 
Population: 17 in PR 65, 6 finer. 

124 1865 PR 64 NGC. Deep steel-blue toning covers the obverse and is 
mixed in with swirling blue and rose hues on the reverse. A popular 
Civil War issue, one of just 500 proofs issued. 

125 1871 PR 61 NGC. Brilliant with a slight cameo contrast and deep 
mirrors that reveal too many visible hairlines. 

CERTIFIED THREE-CENT NICKELS 


126 1880 MS 66 PCGS. A scarce and desirable year for this superb busi¬ 
ness strike. The popularity of the three-cent denomination was wan¬ 
ing and Philadelphia ordered only 21,000 pieces struck. This piece 
exhibits deep, satiny luster over untoned surfaces. The strike is razor 
sharp on both sides with nearly full denticulation. 

127 1881 MS 64 NGC. Frosty, moderately toned surfaces, free of carbon 
and most other distractions. 

128 1882 MS 66 NGC. Razor sharp and quite frosty, leaving little doubt 
about its scarcer business strike status. A difficult, low mintage issue 
so fine.

130 1873 PR 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant with shimmering yet fairly mod¬ 
est reflective qualities. 

131 1873 PR 65 NGC. Pale silver-gray toning with moderately reflective 
fields and a single, grade-limiting mark behind Liberty’s head. 

132 1874 PR 65 NGC. Struck from striated dies and showing light frost 
on the devices. Essentially a colorless coin. 

133 1877 PR 65 PCGS. Breen-2437. The much scarcer 1877/6 variety, 
with repunching at the base of the 1 and traces of a 6 to the left of 
the final digit. Virtually untoned and solid gem quality for this proof- 
only date.

Satiny and bright with traces of 
golden toning here and there.

An especial¬ 
ly attractive example of this final year Large Size Bust quarter.

Fully struck, nearly mark-free, but 
showing a muted appearance over both sides. 

233 1860 MS 64 PCGS. Light gray-golden toning over satiny fields 
gives the coin a look that varies between flat and lustrous, depend¬ 
ing on the play of light across the surfaces. A typical strike and num¬ 
ber of marks are noted for the grade. 

234 1861 MS 64 PCGS. This example exhibits a light silver-gray color 
and is struck with a completeness rarely seen on a business strike. A 
milky haze is also noted overall.

Toned a deep 
russet-violet and blue at the rims with lighter centers, and a couple 
of tiny hairlines in the right obverse field. A popular proof date 
because of the scarcity of business strikes in all grades. 

239 1873 Arrows PR 64 PCGS. Deeply mirrored with mostly bright, 
lightly toned surfaces. A scarce two year type coin and much in 
demand as a proof. Only 540 pieces were struck. 

CERTIFIED BARBER QUARTERS 

240 1892 MS 66 PCGS. Moderate gray-gold color in the center with a 
vivid turquoise border across the obverse, the reverse is light pastel- 
gold. Popular first year of type issue. A superb coin for the toning 
enthusiast. 

241 1894-0 MS 64 PCGS. Both sides are similar with a frosty appear¬ 
ance. The obverse is lightly overlaid with pastel-rose color. Nice, 
obviously original, and very choice for the grade. As a final plus, this 
coin is a particularly well struck example from a mint that is noted 
for its poor quality offerings. 

242 1894-S MS 65 NGC. The obverse is toned in deep shades of soft 
gray and violet, with a mottled sunset effect on the reverse. One of 
the few S-mint Barber quarters that can reasonably be obtained in 
mint state.

256 1918 MS 65 NGC. A well struck example exhibiting near full head 
detail. Some mottled charcoal and golden patina partially covers the 
bright luster on each side. 

257 1918 MS 64 Full Head PCGS. Creamy, well-frosted surfaces with 
strong definition in most areas and only the most trivial surface 
blemishes. 

258 1918-D MS 63 Full Head PCGS. Quite frosty under layers of rose- 
golden toning. Uncommonly sharp for this scarcer, early Denver 
issue. 

259 1923 MS 65 PCGS. Blazing luster and a strong strike with about 90- 
percent definition on the head of Liberty. Blushes of delicate gold¬ 
en-gray patina here and there.

265 1935-D MS 66 PCGS. Essentially untoned with thick, frosted mint 
luster. Scarce. 

266 1937-D MS 66 PCGS. Quite frosty and well preserved beneath a 
speckling of golden toning on the right sides of both obverse and 
reverse. Superb quality for this otherwise available early 
Washington. 

267 1943-S Doubled Die MS 65 NGC. Breen-4319. The doubling is 
plainest on the motto and date. A fully brilliant example of this 
Guide Book variety, rarely seen as a gem. 

CERTIFIED PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

268 1936 PR 66 PCGS. Mostly brilliant, a light, opaque haze covers both 
sides. An important first-year proof issue. Population: 45 in PR 66, 
only 3 finer. 

269 1938 PR 65 PCGS. A gem example with light, smoky-gray hues of 
original toning on each side. Deeply reflective fields. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF DOLLAR 


270 1807 Draped Bust AU 50 PCGS. 0-105, R.2. Distinguished by the 

small die lump in the field between STATES and OF. Softly struck 
in the centers and deeply toned in splotchy shades of gray, blue- 
green, and gold, with remnants of luster in the protected areas. An 
ancient mark to the right of the date is easily overlooked beneath the 
toning.

271 1808/7 XF 40 ANACS. 0-101, R.l. Bright gray surfaces are pre¬ 
sented with some peripheral toning with the usual plethora of fine 
die cracks diagnostic to this widely collected Guide Book variety. 
Crisp overdate. 

272 1809 AU 55 NGC. 0-105, R.2. Boldly defined and satiny, with a 
hint of russet color on the obverse. A high end AU example display¬ 
ing much of its original mint luster. 

273 1809 AU 55 NGC. O-l 09a, R.2. Lustrous with delicate golden ton¬ 
ing partially framing each side. Heavy die break and blurriness 
through AMERICA. 

274 1818 AU 58 NGC. O-109a, R.l. Lustrous with gray-gold surfaces 
that show a few light abrasions. 

275 1821 AU 50 ANACS. 0-106, R.l. Untoned in the centers and lus¬ 
trous, with golden toning forming about the peripheral devices. 

276 1822 MS 65 PCGS. 0-113, R.3. Both sides are tinted light gray with 
speckled orange-gold toning in the recessed areas. Extremely sharp 
throughout, with no mentionable flatness on any of the tell-tale 
areas.

830, and both As in AMERICA are filled at the tops. Toned in orig¬ 
inal, silver-gray colors, with some sunset-red shades on the reverse. 

281 1830 AU 55 NGC. Small 0. 0-113, R.2, 1 sharply higher than 830, 
both As in AMERICA filled at tops. A mostly lustrous, lightly toned 
example with flat details in the center, as always on this variety. 

282 1835 AU 50 ANACS. 0-106, R.l. Light gray with a few darker 
specks about the eagle’s head and the beginnings of golden patina at 
the margins. 

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

283 1843 AU 50 ANACS. Breen-4765. Well struck for the date with 
deep gray toning that is accented with rose-gold at the borders. 

284 1874 Arrows MS 62 NGC. Lightly toned with satiny luster and an 
exceptionally sharp strike. The luster is a bit too subdued for a finer 
grade. 

285 1882 MS 64 NGC. One of only 4,400 business strikes for the year. 
Well struck and essentially untoned throughout. Separated from the 
gem category by a few insignificant marks in the fields. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

286 1868 PR 64 PCGS. Watery, nicely reflective surfaces, framed on 
both sides in deep charcoal-gray patina. Population: 26 in PR 64, 8 
higher. 

287 1870 PR 64 PCGS. The rich rose centers give way to a translucent 
blue at the margins of each side (more so on the obverse), and the 
mirrored fields provide a brightness that keeps the depth of color 
from being oppressive. Fully struck on the obverse, there is a slight 
softness of details on the plumage of the eagle, similar to the soft¬ 
ness seen on some proof dollars of this date.

From a certi¬ 
fied population standpoint, one of the finest known of this issue. 

295 1899-0 MS 64 PCGS. A difficult New Orleans issue in the higher 
grades of uncirculated. Both sides are covered in medium density 
golden-steel toning, with creamy underlying luster. Better than aver¬ 
age strike for an O-mint on the eagle and shield. Clean and superior 
for the grade. 

296 1903-S MS 64 NGC. A strict gem by measure of its visual appeal, 
the frosty-white centers being dramatically framed in deep, irides¬ 
cent shades of russet and blue. Only a couple of minor contact marks 
on Liberty’s neck limit the grade. 

297 1903-S MS 66 PCGS. For an issue that is known for strong strikes 
and nice luster, this gem example is at the pinnacle of perfection for 
a Barber half. Thick mint frost covers each side and the surfaces dis¬ 
play a lovely smoky-violet patina overall with rainbow iridescence 
at the margins. A few tiny pecks are noted on the cheek of Liberty 
but the effect of these are greatly subdued by the rich patination. 

298 1908-D MS 68 NGC. Currently, this is the singular finest ‘08-D cer¬ 
tified by either service, and one look will convince even the con¬ 
noisseur of untoned coins this is something special.

301 1895 PR 67 NGC. The surfaces of this impressive proof Barber half 
are nicely cameoed, with ruddy patina at the center of the reverse 
and peripheral areas that are toned in a colorful array of rose-violet, 
green-gold, and blue iridescence. Population: 12 in PR 67, 10 are 
finer. 

302 1902 PR 64 NGC. Deeply reflective mirrors in the fields and toned 
in mottled charcoal shades over both sides. This proof represents an 
excellent value in the Barber half series. 

303 1903 PR 66 NGC. The obverse exhibits deep, mottled, charcoal ton¬ 
ing while the reverse shows a brilliant center that is framed by some 
cinnamon-brown color at the margins. Essentially mark-free, a love¬ 
ly proof Barber half-dollar. 

304 1905 PR 62 NGC. Watery, deeply reflective fields with blazingly 
white appearance over each side. A few exposed hairlines on the 
obverse limit the grade.

The surfaces have an underlying 
brightness beneath a light layer of gray toning—the reverse is a bit 
deeper in intensity of color. Well struck on the obverse, the reverse 
is a bit weak on the eagle’s breast. No adjustment marks are noticed 
on either side. 

340 1799 AU 53 NGC. B-10, BB-163. Die State III. Both sides exhibit 
a uniform silver-gray appearance and retain a fair amount of luster. 
Some trivial softness is noted in certain areas of the design, none too 
apparent for this later die state. Minor edge flaw above ES in 
STATES. 

CERTIFIED GOBRECHT DOLLAR 

341 1836 Gobrecht Dollar PR 50 PCGS. Restrike, Die Alignment IV. 
Judd-60, Pollock-65, R.l. This example features liberty seated on 
the obverse with C.Gobrecht F. on the base. An eagle is flying to the 
left on the reverse in a field of 26 stars. This is a pleasing, high grade 
example that is deeply toned but does not display any marks or 
blemishes that could be considered troubling. An elusive variety and 
sure to be of great interest to type collectors.

347 1878-S MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck with a few minor scuff marks 

that are well concealed by the cloudy, muted-gold toning that light¬ 
ly covers both sides. The final year for business strikes.

348 1878-CC MS 63 Prooflike NGC. Brilliant and attractive, with abra¬ 
sions that are concentrated in the obverse field.

Just the slightest trace of friction is apparent 
on this scarce, key issue. Light golden toning mostly on the obverse. 
Well struck. 

365 1885 MS 66 NGC. Creamy, golden-hued surfaces that are especial¬ 
ly well frosted and show only the slightest luster grazes. 

366 1885-CC MS 65 PCGS. A sharply struck gem exhibiting creamy, 
frosty luster and no toning whatsoever. The surfaces are noticeably 
clear of most coin-to-coin contact. 

367 1885-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Mostly brilliant with 
good frost on the devices and well scattered abrasions. 

368 1885-0 MS 66 NGC. Clean and very sharp for the issue, with an 
abundant amount of antique-golden and blue-green patina overall. 

369 1886 MS 67 NGC. A glittering, untoned gem with full cartwheel lus¬ 
ter and an especially sharp strike. It would be hard to surpass the 
quality of this coin. 

370 1887 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Fully brilliant and well 
struck, with a few noticeable surface marks. 

371 1887-0 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. Rather shallow mirrors are bright 
and completely untoned. Minimally abraded. 
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372 1888 MS 66 NGC. Terrific toning so dominates both sides that one’s 
attention is directed away from a slight weakness in the centers. Rich 
golden, magenta, violet, and blue colors are present in varying 
amounts on both the obverse and reverse. 

373 1888 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Fully brilliant and just a 
few minor field marks from gem quality. 

374 1888-0 MS 65 NGC. Brilliant with intense luster and typically 
mushy definition over Liberty’s ear and on the eagle’s breast. 
Lightly toned overall. 

375 1888-0 MS 66 NGC. Splotchy reddish-gold and blue toning criss¬ 
crosses the obverse and tends to outline the reverse. The underlying, 
satiny surfaces are very well defined and refreshingly void of blem- 


376 1889 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. Completely untoned and white with 
bright, reflective surfaces. Nicely struck and very close to the gem 
level. Scarce in any prooflike condition. 

377 1889 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Thoroughly brilliant and 
quite a clean piece for the grade with mild field-to-device contrast. 

378 1889-CC VF 20 ANACS. A lovely, original, medium gray example 
of this popular date. Sure to be eagerly sought by the dollar collec¬ 
tor. 

379 1890-CC MS 63 PCGS. Thick, frosted luster with a few more 
noticeable facial abrasions, but a solid gem reverse. 

380 1890-CC MS 64 NGC. Satiny fields and close to gem quality, save 
for a shallow blemish on Liberty’s cheek and a milling mark on the 
reverse. Both sides exhibit moderate amounts of gray-rose toning. 

381 1890-S MS 64 PCGS. Snow-white surfaces with blazing mint frost. 
Sharply struck in all areas with only a couple of minor ticks on the 
obverse. A nice looking piece with a lot of “snap.” 

382 1891-CC MS 65 NGC. Deep, original envelope toning in various 
shades of golden-violet, rose, and bluish-green engulfs both sides of 
this minimally abraded ‘91-CC. Slight weakness of strike is noted in 
the centers. 

383 1892-CC MS 64 PCGS. Good luster and moderately abraded with 
some softness of strike noted in the central areas of each side. The 
central focus of attention, however, is on the white, near cameo 
appearance of this coin. 

384 1892-CC MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck on the reverse, there is a bit of 
softness evident over the ear of Liberty. Exhibiting booming mint 
luster, the surfaces show only the slightest evidence of coin-to-coin 
contact. 

385 1893-CC MS 61 Prooflike PCGS. Poorly struck, as usual, but with¬ 
out the devastating bagmarks one expects on an MS 61 coin. 
Brilliant and completely untoned. 

386 1893-0 MS 63 NGC. Better struck than many survivors of this 
scarce issue. Semi-prooflike surfaces reflect a few small abrasions 
on the obverse, both sides are toned a hazy gray-golden color. 

387 1893-0 MS 63 ANACS. Second only to the famous 1893-S dollar 
among issues of this date in choice condition, the ‘93-0 is scarce at 
all levels of mint state and it is very much a rarity in its own right in 
MS 63 and better condition. This piece displays a better-than-aver- 
age strike for this often poorly defined issue and milky, golden-gray 
toning lightly covers both sides, hardly impeding the underlying 
brilliance. 

388 1895-0 MS 61 NGC. The ‘95-0 is one of the great rarities in the 
Morgan dollar series. Additionally, it is very rare in mint state with 
just a couple of handfuls of coins known in strict mint condition. 
This coin is very well struck with near complete definition over the 
ear on the obverse and fully articulated breast feathers on the eagle. 
The luster is excellent, being bright and satiny. There are a number 
of grade limiting marks on each side, but on a ‘95-0 these are not of 
primary importance—luster and strike are more significant deficien¬ 
cies on most examples seen. 


389 1896 MS 65 NGC. Terrific luster for a ‘96-P and displaying a slight 
amount of golden peripheral toning. 

390 1896-0 MS 61 PCGS. Milky silvery-gray surfaces. In terms of 
strike and abrasions, far nicer than is generally encountered on this 
difficult O-mint dollar. 


391 1897-0 MS 64 NGC. Comparable to the 1896-0 in overall appear¬ 
ance and difficulty in mint condition, this ‘97-0 is definitely a cut 
above the usually encountered specimen. This is really quite a nice 
coin for the grade with soft, satin-like luster that is similar to the fin¬ 
ish found on 1898-0 dollars. The striking details are a bit soft in the 
center of each side and the surfaces are partially covered with a mod¬ 
erate overlay of multicolored patina. Population: 14 in 64, 8 finer. 

392 1897-S MS 63 Prooflike PCGS. A very flashy, nicely mirrored coin 
that has thick frost on the devices and shows evidence of die stria- 
tions in the fields. Fully brilliant overall. 

393 1898 MS 66 NGC. Sharply defined with superior luster characteris¬ 
tics and showing only the slightest contact. Scarce in such lofty con- 

394 1898-0 MS 66 NGC. Outstanding mint luster and remarkably free 
from abrasions, the striking details are slightly soft in the centers. 
Essentially untoned. 

395 (2) 1901 AU 50 ANACS, both coins are essentially untoned, show 
light wear, and have the typical muted gray luster often seen on this 
date. (Total: 2 coins) 

396 1921-D MS 63 Prooflike NGC. An untoned example, with good 
cameo contrast. 


397 1921-S MS 64 NGC. The central devices are typically struck, but 
especially frosty. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 

398 1922-D MS 64 NGC. Well struck with bright luster that is covered 
with several layers of original, iridescent colors on each side. 
Conservatively graded. 

399 1922-S MS 65 NGC. Seldom seen in strict gem condition, this piece 
has sparkling white surfaces that glisten with mint frost. Sharply 
struck with minimal abrasions. 

400 1923-S MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant and highly lustrous but not com¬ 
pletely struck up, as usual. 

401 1924 MS 66 NGC. Thick mint frost lies beneath a delicate overlay 
of hazy gray-golden patina. Some small toning spots are also noted. 

402 1925-S MS 64 PCGS. Somewhat softly struck, as usual, and show¬ 
ing a wide swath of pale golden toning on the obverse. A few con¬ 
tact marks account for the grade. 

403 1926 MS 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant with only a few unobtrusive 
marks that are well concealed in the eagle’s feathers. 

404 1926 MS 65 PCGS. The cheek of Liberty is exceptionally clean and 
both sides are covered with a very light layer of milky patina. 

405 1926-S MS 64 NGC. A well struck, brightly lustrous piece. Only 
evidence of water spotting keeps this specimen from a higher grade. 

406 1928-S MS 64 PCGS. Shimmering mint luster and far fewer than the 
expected number of abrasions on this difficult Peace dollar issue. 

407 1928-S MS 64 PCGS. Traces of milky toning appear on both sides 
of this lustrous, premium quality example. As an added bonus, the 
strike is also above average. 

408 1934 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny luster on each side with some spotty ton¬ 
ing on the reverse. 

409 1934 MS 65 NGC. Exceptionally clean and deeply lustered, with 
some moderate, gray-rose patina evenly divided on each side.

1935 MS 65 NGC. A lovely example of this scarcer, late-date issue. 
The surfaces are very clean on both sides and covered with soft 
satiny luster with virtually no color. 

1935 MS 65 PCGS. Thick, creamy luster and few marks of any kind. 
This issue tends to come nice. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 64 PCGS. Intricately 
detailed with strong mint luster and very clean surfaces. 

1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 64 NGC. Lighter in color 
and with a much brighter, satiny finish than the preceding example, 
but similarly bold. 

1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 62 NGC. Light reddish 
patina overall with a short vertical scrape behind the head of 
McKinley. 

1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 64 NGC. A very clean, 
upper-end coin whose obverse appears to be of full gem quality. 

1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 65 NGC. Rich green- 
gold surfaces with some localized russet color in the letters of the 
legend on the reverse. A lovely commemorative gold coin. 

1904 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. As the key issue in the com¬ 
memorative gold series, the ‘04 Lewis and Clark has always been 
the subject of intense demand by specialists in this short series. This 
piece has lustrous, satiny fields that are slightly grainy from exces¬ 
sive metal flow. Rich, orange-golden patina in the protected areas. 

1904 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. Another near-gem example 
of this important commemorative gold issue. The surfaces are bright 
overall with semi-reflective fields and light orange-gold color. The 
only surface flaw worthy of note is a shallow planchet flake out of 
the reverse between Clark’s head and ME in AMERICA. 

1905 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. Mildly prooflike with even 
golden color and just a couple of faint marks from gem status for this 
scarce issue. 

1905 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and light in color 
with minimal abrasions for the grade. A scarce near-gem example of 
this key commemorative issue. 

1905 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. Bright, lustrous surfaces 
overall with a small scratch from the F of OF to the border on the 
reverse. Still, a very pleasing example of this key date commemora¬ 
tive gold dollar. 

1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 63 PCGS. The surfaces 
exhibit bright yellow-gold luster. A small scratch across the worker’s 
cap and a noticeable mark through the AR of DOLLAR limit the 
grade. 

1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 63 PCGS. Clean surfaces 
but a little too lackluster for a higher grade. 

1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64 NGC. A sparkling near¬ 
gem with virtually abrasion-free surfaces and even color across both 
sides. 

1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64 PCGS. Subtly variegat¬ 
ed orange-gold and lilac patina is seen over each side with a few 
faint vertical grease stains (as struck) on the obverse. 

1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 64 NGC. Slightly 
muted luster but well struck for this issue. A desirable piece for any 
commemorative gold collection. 

1916 McKinley MS 64 NGC. Medium orange-gold color with fine- 
grain, matte-like granularity over both sides. 

1916 McKinley MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous rose and lilac surfaces. 


429 1916 McKinley MS 65 NGC. A shimmering example with a hint of 
green-gold color. Lovely satiny fields add to the appeal of this 
already attractive coin. 

430 1917 McKinley MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous with rich golden-orange 
color throughout. The scarcer of the two McKinley issues, a tiny 
facial mark limits the grade. 

431 1922 Grant MS 63 PCGS. Richly colored, particularly at the center 
of the reverse where a blush of deep rose patina covers Grant’s birth¬ 
place. Improperly labeled as a Grant with Star on the PCGS insert. 

432 1922 Grant with Star MS 65 NGC. Razor sharp with vibrant yel¬ 
low-gold surfaces that easily qualify as gem. An eye appealing 
example of this low mintage gold comment. 

433 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 62 PCGS. Rich orange patina about the 
outer portions. 

434 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous with orange-gold 
coloration. 

435 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. Well struck, both sides exhib¬ 
it deep rose colored patina. 

436 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. Rich luster, but a few contact 
marks show in the fields. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 

437 1854-D AU 50 NGC. This is a very high grade in which to locate 
this difficult, low-mintage issue. In fact, at the AU 50 level, this 
piece is only exceeded in grade by a small handful of pieces. Struck 
from heavily striated dies, much of the mint luster remains and each 
side has taken on a rich golden appearance. Somewhat softly struck 
on Liberty’s hair curls, there are numerous, small abrasions scattered 
about, but none are singularly important to warrant mention. 

438 1854-S MS 63 NGC. Reasonably scarce in all grades and rare above 
MS 63, the 1854-S is a popular issue with collectors as it is the only 
Type One gold dollar from the San Francisco mint. Satiny through¬ 
out, the surfaces show a number of tiny abrasions that limit the 
grade. Population: 2 in 63,6 are finer. 

439 1855 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. A bit softly defined in the centers, as 
usual, die surfaces have rich-golden patina and there are some obvi¬ 
ous clash marks in the fields. 

440 1855 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Scarce as a type coin in higher grades. 
Nearly mint state with considerable luster and nice detail. 

441 1855 Type Two AU 58 NGC. A fair amount of luster remains. 
Typically struck and certainly an affordable alternative to a mint 
state piece. 

442 1855 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. Well struck for the type with only the 
slightest softness evident at the obverse border. The fields show only 
minor abrasions, none of which are of singular importance, and 
much of the original luster remains. 

443 1855 Type Two AU 58 NGC. This coin is quite lustrous with a few 
small contact marks showing, one in particular is noted in the left 
obverse field. As usual, there is a hint of weakness of strike in the 
centers. 

444 1858 MS 63 PCGS. A slighdy scarcer date, this piece exhibits yel¬ 
low-gold color and fewer-than-average marks for the grade. 

445 1889 MS 65 NGC. A fully struck example of this popular, and usu¬ 
ally available, final year of issue for the denomination. Fully lus¬ 
trous and a very pleasing coin in all respects with only a few micro¬ 
scopic alloy spots on either side. The NGC holder incorrectly 
labeled this coin as a silver dollar. 
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CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 


446 1843-C Large Date VF 35 PCGS. The more commonly encountered 

variety, struck in green-gold and showing only minor striking weak¬ 
ness in the center of the reverse. Trends $625 in VF 20. 


447 1847 AU 55 PCGS. A more difficult P-mint quarter eagle, particu¬ 

larly in AU and better condition. The yellow-gold surfaces retain 
much of their original mint luster and show only minor softness on 
the eagle. A couple of noticeable contact marks are noted on the 
reverse. Trends $1,900. 


448 1851 MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck, even on the eagle, and showing 
numerous small abrasions sprinkled across the obverse. A popular 
date for type purposes as the 1851 is one of the few dates from this 
decade that is available in strict mint condition. Trends $1,850. 

449 1857-0 MS 60 NGC. A very rare and, for the most part, unappreci¬ 
ated Coronet quarter eagle. The mintage of 34,000 pieces is hardly 
impressive, but the attrition rate for this issue was extremely high. 
Seldom are examples located any finer than a low-end AU. This is a 
solid mint state piece that is also affordable for the collector who 
wishes to have a mint state coin at a reasonable price. Typical for the 
issue, the fields are semi-prooflike and there is the diagnostic strik¬ 
ing weakness on the eagle’s left (facing) leg and neck, but the 
obverse is actually rather well brought up. Minimally abraded with 
most of the marks seen in the fields. 

450 1877-S MS 62 PCGS. Moderately available in mint condition, this 
piece is well struck and has bright, lustrous, golden-orange surfaces. 
A much scarcer mint state date in the quarter eagle series. Trends 
$1,850. 

451 1886 AU 50 NGC. Still lustrous with lovely reddish accents. One of 
just 4,000 pieces struck for circulation. 

452 1891 MS 62 PCGS. Breen-6310. This is the doubled die reverse as 
noted by Breen with the word AMERICA boldly doubled. Aside 
from the obvious doubling on the reverse and the rarity of this vari¬ 
ety, the 1891 is a scarcer, low mintage date in the ‘90s of which only 
10,960 business strikes were coined. This is a fully struck example 
that shows slightly muted luster and a few minor contact marks. 

453 1903 MS 62 NGC. Quite clean with bright luster and a few light 
copper stains on the obverse. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 


454 1926 MS 63 NGC. Original, frosty surfaces show a few small con¬ 
tact marks on the obverse. 

455 1926 MS 64 NGC. The mint frost has only been disturbed in a few 
areas by mild contact with other coins. 

CERTIFIED THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


456 1854 AU 58 PCGS. Satiny and original, with lots of remaining lus¬ 
ter. A few contact marks are noted on either side. A great coin for the 
type collector. 

457 1874 AU 53 PCGS. Deep orange-gold coloration, there is a surpris¬ 
ing amount of sparkle even though the coin has endured seven points 
of wear. 

458 1878 AU 53 PCGS. Evidence of light circulation in the fields, the 
surfaces are clean for the grade and there is a touch of rich golden 
color throughout. 

459 1878 AU 58 PCGS. An attractive, well struck coin that has much of 
the look of an MS 60 piece. 

460 1878 AU 58 NGC. Much orange-gold color adheres to the surfaces 
and there are noticeable portions of original mint luster still in evi¬ 
dence as well. 

461 1878 AU 58 NGC. Sharply defined and mostly lustrous, there are 
few small field marks and some light rubbing that limits the grade of 
this coin. 


CERTIFIED CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 


1834 Plain 4 XF 45 PCGS. Attractive reddish-gold surfaces, but just 
a trifle weak on Liberty’s curls. Myriad tiny contact marks are seen 
over both sides. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


1842-0 AU 50 NGC. The ‘42-0 is one of the rarest New Orleans 
half eagles. It is comparable in many ways to the 1842-D Large 
Date. Generally no more than one well worn piece per year is sold 
at public auction. This coin shows the usual softness of detail on the 
hair curls of Liberty and on the eagle, and the surfaces are a rich 
orange-gold color. There are a number of surface abrasions, particu¬ 
larly concentrated on the reverse. Population: 1 in AU 50, 2 finer. 

1865-S AU 50 NGC. One of the most conditionally rare of all 
Liberty half eagles, the majority of known ‘65-S fives are well worn 
into the VF and lower categories. Akers important (but now outdat¬ 
ed) work on United States gold coins listed no known examples 
above XF. A handful of pieces have surfaced since that time in AU 
50 to MS 60 condition, one of which is offered here. Trends $5,500. 


1867-S VF 25 NGC. This date is considered rare in any condition, 
with VF being, perhaps, the most available grade. Many of the orig¬ 
inally minted 29,000 coins have disappeared or have been subse¬ 
quently melted. This is an evenly wom example that has no obvious 
or distracting marks on either side. Light reddish color covers both 
obverse and reverse. 


1873-S VG 10 PCGS. An elusive issue that is much more difficult 
than its mintage of 31,000 pieces would suggest, especially in any¬ 
thing other than well worn grades. This piece has deep rose-russet 
patination surrounding the devices and within the recesses of the 
design with the remainder of the coin a pleasing, golden-orange 
color. Very few abrasions are noted on this scarce five. 

1873-S VF 25 PCGS. A noticeably finer example of this scarce issue 
than the coin above. This piece has good details for the grade with a 
touch of rose patina over the otherwise bright yellow-gold surfaces. 

1873-S XF 45 NGC. A very rare With Motto issue that is not only 
rare in the absolute sense but is a condition rarity as well. This piece 
is one of the finest examples known, only 2 coins have been certi¬ 
fied by the services in AU and none are known in mint state. This is 
a pleasing coin for the grade with tiny bits of luster still seen around 
the devices and a strong strike. 

1875-CC VG 8 PCGS. Well wom to be sure, and with some surface 
marks from years in circulation, but a desirable date that is sure to 
excite specialists. 

1875-S XF 40 NGC. With an original mintage of only 9,000 pieces, 
this date is considered virtually unobtainable in grades above XF. 
with the average being VG to VF. Better struck than many ‘75-S 
fives with the diagnostic weakness at the bottom of the ribbon above 
the eagle. It displays bright yellow-gold color over each side with 
the only detracting marks being located below the extreme right end 
of the scroll on the reverse and a short scratch on the upper lip of 
Liberty on the obverse. 

1877-S AU 50 PCGS. The glassy surfaces appear to have received 
only the slightest wear and show only minor blemishes in the fields. 
This sharply struck example is among the better seen ‘77-S half 
eagles, wear-wise. 

1879-S MS 63 PCGS. Minimally abraded with shimmering mint 
brilliance and a sharp strike throughout. The ‘79-S five-dollar is rel¬ 
atively obtainable in circulated grades, but strict mint state pieces are 
very scarce and almost all are heavily marked. Population: 10 in 63, 
5 finer. Trends $4,050. 

1880 MS 62 NGC. Well struck with a partially reflective quality to 
the fields. A few minor marks explain the grade. 

1880 MS 62 NGC. Full satiny luster, a few small abrasions and a soft 
strike on the eagle account for the grade. 


1881 MS 62 NGC. Satiny and very lustrous with some small coffee 
colored stains at the reverse border. 
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476 1893 MS 62 NGC. A perfect type coin that shows satiny golden pati¬ 
na over both sides. Quite lustrous and showing the typical obverse 
abrasions. 

477 1898 MS 64 NGC. Satiny and lustrous with a bold strike and some 
deep rose patina. Just a few light obverse field marks limit the grade. 
In this high grade, the 1898 becomes a condition rarity, and quite an 
opportunity for the gold specialist. 

478 1902-S MS 63 PCGS. Original and displaying few serious abra¬ 
sions, but hampered by a few minor marks on Liberty’s portrait. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

479 1908 MS 63 NGC. A lovely first year of type that is fully struck and 
only separated- from a higher grade by a couple of minute ticks on 
the highpoint of the cheek and another couple in the reverse field. 

480 1909-D MS 62 NGC. Fully struck but kept from grading higher by 
numerous abrasions on each side. Ideal for type purposes. 

481 1912-S AU 58 NGC. An affordable example compared to the pricey 
mint state pieces which are both scarce and expensive. A perfectly 
acceptable, partially lustrous, and lightly marked, example. 

482 1913-S XF 45 ANACS. Well struck with rich reddish-gold surfaces. 
The fields are minimally abraded for the grade. 

483 1914-S MS 63 PCGS. Well struck for this conditionally elusive 
date, with original reddish-gold color and appealing mint luster. The 
mintmark is visible but hard to read and often referred to as a “blob.” 
Surface marks are sparse and barely distracting. A difficult coin at all 
levels of uncirculated. Population: 7 in 63,5 higher. Trends $10,000. 

484 1916-S MS 62 NGC. Frosted luster with a fine granular surface, this 
piece is also well struck with a clean obverse and only a couple of 
larger reverse marks. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


485 1847-0 XF 45 NGC. Well struck in the centers with softer peripher¬ 
al details, the surfaces are quite abraded overall. A group of scratch¬ 
es is noted at the top of the obverse and several noticeable milling 
marks are seen above the eagle on the reverse. One of the more com¬ 
monly encountered O-mints in the No Motto series. 

486 1855 XF 45 NGC. One of the more popular No Motto tens because 
of its affordability and availability in XF condition. Deep golden 
surfaces, there is one small mark over Liberty’s eye. 

487 1858-S XF 40 PCGS. The ‘58-S is a rare issue that is, in fact, com¬ 
parable to the more famous 1858 (but nowhere near as well known). 
The original mintage was an impressively low 11,800 pieces, and it 
is seldom located in any grade. Akers rated the ‘58-S in the top ten- 
percent of the entire series in rarity according to frequency of 
appearance in auction. With no certified mint state pieces known, 
this attractive XF is exceeded in grade only by the few AUs known. 
A well struck example with exceptionally bright surfaces and a hint 
of deep patination in the protected areas at the devices. 

488 1859-0 XF 40 PCGS. The 1859-0 is the rarest O-mint eagle and, in 
fact, is one of the most elusive coins in the entire denomination from 
1795 to 1933. Original and uncleaned, the surfaces display only the 
normal scattered marks in the fields from circulation, none of which 
are overly distracting. The radial details on the stars are virtually all 
flat, as struck, but elsewhere the coin is quite well defined. 

489 1869-S VF 30 NGC. Although once overshadowed by the similarly 
dated and even more elusive P-mint, this difficult issue, struck from 
a mintage of 6,430 coins, is very rare in its own right. Moderately 
wom, with typical details that the grade indicates, the surfaces are 
unusually free of mentionable abrasions. 

490 1870-S VF 30 PCGS. A very difficult date in any grade with much 
of the original 8,000 mintage probably melted or lost. This example 
has clean wear with the only mentionable mark in the right reverse 
field. Deep red patina on the obverse. 


491 1872-S XF 40 PCGS. Even wear with a couple of mentionable 
marks on Liberty’s face and neck. Rarely seen in grades better than 
XF. Trends $950. 

492 1875-CC XF 40 PCGS. An extremely scarce date and seldom 
offered in any grade. Akers reports that almost all known specimens 
grade VF or less, and that few, if any, U.S. gold coins come more 
heavily wom than this date. Bright, yellow-gold surfaces, there is a 
hint of prooflikeness still remaining in some of the protected areas. 

A rare opportunity to acquire this important CC eagle in high grade. 

493 1882-CC AU 55 NGC. A very rare Carson City date that is prohib¬ 
itively rare above XF. This is one of the finest pieces known, in mint 
state only 1 coin has been certified by both major services combined. 
This is a well struck piece that appears completely original, and 
shows a distinct reflective quality in the fields. 

494 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright mint luster. 

495 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with a few minor marks. A 
peripheral ring of olive-gold patina is especially visible on the 
obverse. 

496 1889-S MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with minimal abrasions for the 
grade. Exceptionally bright and lustrous. 

497 1893 MS 62 PCGS. An original coin with only a nominal amount of 
contact marks. Muted luster. 

498 1893-0 MS 61 NGC. A somewhat scarcer O-mint ten but not as dif¬ 
ficult as the mintage of 17,000 pieces would indicate. This is a satin- 
surfaced piece that is well struck and shows only minor abrasions. 

499 1893-S MS 61 PCGS. A nice enough coin for an MS 61, just a few 
too many small marks to grade any higher. Scarce in this condition. 

500 1894-0 AU 58 NGC. Well struck but showing a number of small 
abrasions on each side. 

501 1895-S AU 55 PCGS. Sharply struck and well defined throughout 
with light accents of red over the predominantly yellow-gold sur¬ 
faces. A scarce and highly respected issue. Trends $1,250. 

502 1897-S MS 61 PCGS. A scarce and underrated issue, especially in 
mint condition. Extensively abraded with small marks (thus the 
grade), there is only slight softness on the hair curls on the obverse, 
and the luster is sufficient for the grade. 

503 1901 MS 61 ANACS. Well struck but exhibiting muted luster. 

504 1901-0 AU 58 PCGS. A deep, golden color overall with the slight¬ 
est rubbing on the highpoints. There are a number of small field 
marks on the obverse. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 

505 1908 No Motto AU 58 PCGS. Original with only a small amount of 
noticeable wear. A scarce date with a production of merely 33,500 
coins. 

506 1908-D Motto AU 58 NGC. Mostly lustrous with a few scattered 
contact marks overall. Easily as desirable as most low-end mint state 
examples. 

507 1908-S XF 40 NGC. One of the lowest mintage dates in the series 
(59,850 pieces) and an issue that is most often found with consider¬ 
able wear. A number of contact marks are seen overall, as is a small 
rim bump at 3 o’clock on the reverse. 

508 1909 MS 61 NGC. Satiny and lightly marked overall. The 1909 
eagle is underrated in all uncirculated grades when compared to the 
most often seen issues. 

509 1926 MS 62 NGC. Good color and luster for the grade. A few notice¬ 
able contact marks are seen on each side.

510 1897 MS 62 PCGS. Richly colored and satiny with thin, parallel 
planchet streaks on the reverse. 

511 1897-S MS 62 PCGS. Minimally abraded with bright golden luster. 
Trends $640.

512 1922 MS 63 NGC. Good luster and a sharp strike but quite a few 
marks on both the obverse and reverse, one in particular in the left 
obverse field. A couple of copper spots are also seen on the obverse. 

513 1922 MS 63 NQC. Lustrous surfaces with a few normal abrasions on 
both the obverse and reverse. 

514 1922 MS 63 NGC. Good luster and a sharp strike but a number of 
small marks on Liberty’s leg that limit the grade. 

515 1922 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous surfaces with a number of abrasions on 
the reverse. 

516 1922 MS 64 NGC. Lustrous, almost matte-like surfaces with very 
few abrasions, the most noticeable ones being on the eagle’s wing. 
A scarcer date in better grades.

517 1893 Isabella Quarter AU 58 PCGS. Mostly untoned with a hint of 
color at the borders. At first glance, this coin appears uncirculated. 

Light charcoal coloration on 
the obverse with blends of gold and russet on the reverse. A popular 
type that has always been in great demand. 

519 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 63 ANACS. Sharply defined with only 
minimal abrasions. Speckled golden toning is seen about the letter¬ 
ing. 

520 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 63 PCGS. A popular type that has always 
been in great demand. Toned in colorful, original shades on each 
side, a few minor contact marks on the obverse are almost hidden by 
the toning.
